The whole number of pupils registered during the 
year is 205; the whole number belonging to the schools 
at one time is 138, with an average daily attendance 


of 124. 


It was deemed best by the School Board, to maintain 
the schools in substantially the same manner as in pre- 
vious years. A meeting with the Mason School Board 
was soon held, and an agreement made for the year, by 
which Greenville should pay 42% per cent and Mason 
57% per cent of the expense of maintaining the East 
School. That sum ($129.73) has been promptly paid. 


All the school-houses were in need of some repairs. 
The unexpended balance of a sum that was raised by 
special tax, in the village, a few years ago, was used for 
new windows, whitewashing and. cleansing the village - 
school-house. Small repairs were made in the other 
school-houses. The East school-house is in general 
good order, with the exception of one or two broken 
castings to the seats. The South school-house is old 
fashioned and in need of some repairs, but can be used 
for some time for summer and fall schools. The build- 
ing is hardly fit for winter use. 


With one exception, the teachers employed during 
the past year have been experienced, and general good 
work has been accomplished in the school-room. A few 
of the boys in the Village Grammar School needed a 
little muscular suasion. ‘Tardiness seems to have been 
something of an evil, in the East School, during the 
winter term, no less than 220 cases being reported—al- 
together too many for one term of sixteen scholars. 


The school registers afford much information con- 
cerning the attendance at the various schools; but 
hardly more than a score of persons ever look them 
over. It would take too much time and space to present 
a copy of all the registers, so we only give the attend- 
ance record of the Village Grammar School, for the 
winter term, just as shown by the register—no allowance 
being made for any special holidays.
